Then take
n small keg and bore a small Liole in the bot-
tom'; place tho Lkeg in the centre of the bar-
rely the top even with the ground, and fill in
the barrel around the keg with rich earth,
suitable for the growth of cugimibérs.  Plant
]\;:nr seed mid-way between the edges of the

rrel and the keg, and make a kiaft:f arbor
a foot or two high for the vines to run on,
When the ground becomes dry, pour water
in the keg in the evening—it "will pass_out
at the bottom of the k ﬁnto the barrel and
rife up to the roots of the viues, and keep
them moist and groen. - Cucumbors cultiva-
ted this way will grow toa great size, as they
are made independent both of droughit and
wet weather.  In wet weather the barrel can
be covered, and in dry the ground ean be
kept moist Ly pouring water in the keg.
